This is individualism 
In co-operative marketing organi­ 
zations the profits or benefits de­ 
rived from joint action by the pro 
dimers are distributed to them in 
Proportion t0 the business done for 
each producer by the Association, 
sud in accordance with the quality 
of his product. 
In this

they differ from joint stock cor­ 
porations who divide profits or bene 
fits upon the 'basis of the capital 
subscribed. 
They should receive the support 
of bankers, and financiers, because
